THOUGH COMMISSION MET IN CLOSED SESSION MARCH 24 TO 
BEGIN FORMULATION OF PRIORITIES IN PROGRAM OP WORK, 

DISCUSSION WAS GENERAL AND AFTERNOON MEETING CANCELLED BECAUSE 

MEXICAN PAPER REPRESENTING LDC VIEWS AND ERG PAPER 

REPRESENTING OVER ALL WEO VIEWS HAD NOT BEEN DISCUSSED OR 

PINALLY APPROVED AT GROUP CAUCUSES. CHAIRMAN URGED THAT COMMISSION 

POCUS ON PROGRAM OP WORK SET OUT IN RES 1913, BEGINNING 

WITH ESTABLISHMENT OP INPO SYSTEM ON TNC'S. UK ELABORATED 

ON TIS COMMENTS CONTAINED IN OVERALL UK PAPER, AND WEO'S

THAT PROVISIONAL LIST OF REPS TO COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS INDICATES ERG REP WILL BE PROP. GUNTHER, 

PRES OP PEDERAL OPPICE POR SUPERVISION OF CARTELS AND TRUSTS 
IN FRG, HEADQUARTERED IN WEST BERLIN. ALL THREE REPS 
COMPAIN THAT THAT ACTION IS CONTRARY TO QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT AND STATE NOMINATION OF GUNTHER IS UNACCEPTABLE. 

COMITE OP 24 SUBCOMITE II- 

PETITIONER ROTAN, LEADER OP BANABAN DEL, MADE STATEMENT IN 
SUBCOMITE ARCH 24 IN WHICH HE REQUESTED SEPARATION OP OCEAN 
ISLAND FROM GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS. BULLOCK, HEAD 
OP PACIPIC DEPENDENT TERRITORIES DEPT, FOREIGN AND COMMONWEALTH 
OPFICE OP UK, AND LAL (FIJI) ALSO SPOKE. 

REV. ROTAN TOLD SUBCOMITE THERE WOULD BE NO PHOSPHATE LF.FT 
ON OCEAN ISLAND ALTER THREE YEARS, HIS PEOPLE WANTED OCEAN 
ISLAND GIVEN BACK TO THEM "NOW ", AND THEY WISHED TO "RETURN HOME 
AND BUILD AN INDEPENDENT PUTURE... THERE IN ASSOCIATION 
WITH PHI." HE SAID 60 BANABANS HAD ALREADY RETURNED, AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THREE MEMBERS OP UK PARLIAMENT WOULD SHORTLY VISIT ISLAND TO SEE 
POR THEMSELVES THAT PROPOSED ASSOCIATION WITH PHI WAS 
PRACTICAL AND PAIR TO ALL PARTIES. HE ALSO RENEWED 
INVITATION TO COMITE TO SEND MISSION TO OCEAN ISLAND. HIS PEOPLE 
HAD BEEN SURPRISED BY MARCH 6 PROCLAMATION THAT OCEAN ISLAND

BULLOCK, WHO HAD JUST ARRIVED MARCH 24 PROM TARAWA, 

SAID COMPLICATED PROBLEM OF ISLAND'S HISTORY SHOULD BE 
LOOKED AT MORE CAREFULLY. HE POUND RIGHTS OF BANBANS 
WERE BEING RESPECTED, AND SAID HMG CONFIRMED BANABANS HAD 
RIGHT TO GO BACK TO OCEAN ISLAND. HOWEVER, HMG POLLOWED 
PRINCIPLE OP DEPENDING INTERESTS OP ALL PEOPLE OP AREA, 
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AND HE DID NOT THINK INTERESTS OF 45,000 ELLICE ISLANDERS

LAL SAID FIJI WOULD GO ALONG WITH WHAT PEOPLE OF BERMUDA WANTED, 
SUGGESTED SUCCESSFUL DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS COULD ATTRACT YOUNG 
PEOPLE TO STAY ON PITCAIRN, TRUSTED THAT AS RESULT OF 
RECENT DEVELOPMENTS PEOPLE OE SOLOMON ISLANDS WOULD SOON 
TAKE FURTHER STEPS TOWARD SELF-DETERMINATION, AND WELCOMED RECENT 
POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS IN GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS. 

HE ACCEPTED UNRESERVEDLY THAT OCEAN ISLAND, THOUGH OWNED BY 
BANABANS, MOST OF WHOM WERE RESIDENT IN AND CITIZENS OE 
FIJI, WAS TERRITORIALLY PART OP GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS, 

AND THEREFORE UNDER SOVEREIGNTY OF ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY, WHICH 
HAD SOLE RESPONSIBILITY FOR ISLAND'S FUTURE. SOLUTION 
TO POLITICAL FUTURE OF OCEAN ISLAND COULD ONLY BE ACHIEVED
